Ms RUSSIAN FAIRS. 

Russian faira may be divided into throo 
very opposite classes, First, those which dro 
sade up of religious mysteries and supersti- 
tions, some of them being rich and magni- 
_ficont in thoir display of idols and holy relics ; 
others partaking of the squalid as much os 
tho. grotesque. One of the most striking 

‘ charactoristies of a Russian fair to tho eyes—. 
_t » to thé nose, we might say—of a foreigner, 
particularly of French or English ideas of 
nicety, is that of the oppressive and. over. 
coming odours of perfumed Russian leather, 
alcohol, sour bocr, formenting cabbage, the 
grease on the boots of the Oossacks—all 
mingling with ‘the musk and amborgria of 
the fashionable, “The second class of faire in 
Russia consists almost entirely of dances of 
a kiud not customary,at other seasons; and 
these again must be divided into two sorts. 
There isthe “ Peasants’ Ball,” at which some 
of the dances are. very graceful, ond others 
very licentious on the part of the male dancer, 
‘while ‘the woman recetves all bis. progs ovor- 
jurea with the rigid imperturbability almost 
of a wooden image. There is, however, ano- 
ther sort of fancy ball, called the “ Nobles’ 
Bull,’ at which noue but ‘nobles and those 
related to nobility are permitted to attend. 
They indulge in all kinds of splendour in 
their dresses, The cbicf peculiarity of the 
ladies’ ornaments consists in valuable cameos. 
They .wear them on the arms and wrists, 
round the neck, round the waist, and on. the

Rut the.third class of Russian-faira T-have to 
meviion is the only one really deserving the 
narie, and that is the winter fair, ‘The prin- | 
cipal of them is the fair-on the ive, of- the. 
river'Neva, ' There you sco races with sledgos 
and akates, and with horges, dogs, goats, and 
stags, harnessed to different kinds of sledga 
vehicles, They also have their horizontal 
roundabouts, and their perpendicular high- 
fiorg, like sedan chairs, going up in tho air 
and down agai. But the graad amusament 
of all is that of the “ice-hilla.” “Thay are 
thus. coustructed.: uw strong seaffolding is 
raised to the height of 80 feet, with a landing 
at the top, ascended by a ladder, From the 
top of the landing a-sloping plane of boards 
is Jatd, about 12 feet in width and QU feet 
long, descending in a very acute angle to the 
surface of the frozen aver. This inclined 
plane ia supported by wooden, pilus, decrens- 
ing in height, ond tho sides ars protected by 
a parapet of planks: Upon the down-sloping | 
plune are laid square slabs of ice, close toge- 
iher-ond-then water is poured all down the 
slope.
